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Sullins Students Benefit 


Sullins College was founded in 1870 by the 
Reverend David Sullins, D.D. The old college, which 
was affiliated with the Methodist Church, burned in 
1915. It was rebuilt in 1917 as an independent, non- 
sectarian junior college, but the Christian ideals and 
high objectives are retained today as a part of Sullins’ 
cherished heritage. 


Sullins, fully accredited for many years, has re- 
mained a small junior college with a limited en- 
rollment because of the unique advantages afford- 
ed by the close, personal atmosphere of a small 
school. The college maintains high academic stan- 
dards and provides educational programs especially 
designed to meet the needs of the modern woman.

The Liberal Arts program is followed by stud- 
ents who plan to continue through four years of col- 
lege. 

‘This program emphasizes a thorough foundation 
in the liberal arts. ‘The students’ courses are chosen 
within the three areas of the sciences, the social 
sciences, and the humanities. In addition, there 
is a wide choice of electives. 

The primary function of the Liberal Arts pro- 
gram is to give the student a broad education, this 
being the primary function of any college. With an 
Associate in Arts Degree, the student can advance 
and specialize later on in any field that she chooses.

The Baskervill Library, completed in 1948, is 
very modern and well equipped. ‘The main floor is 
devoted to the reading room, informal browsing 
room, music library and audition room, and faculty 
offices for the library personnel. 


On the first floor are the student publication 
offices, the Little Theatre, used by the drama groups, 
and two classrooms. The third floor is made up en- 
tirely of large, well-lighted classrooms. 


In addition to those in the library, there are 
several classrooms adjoining the second floor of 
Martin Hall. On the floor above, a new modern lan- 
guage laboratory has been installed which enables the 
students to receive many hours of extra practice 
under the guidance of an instructor or one of several 
trained assistants. 


The library offers leisurely reading as well as research. 


Through the guidance system at Sullins, every 
girl is assisted in planning her program according 
to her individual interests and abilities. 


Orientation week, the first week of the school 
year, is a special program for the new students. Each 
new student is assigned a faculty adviser, who serves 
as her counselor and friend the entire time she is at 
Sullins. The objective of the counseling is to help 
the student not only in academic matters, but in 
personal development as well.

The courses offered in the Liberal Arts program 
include the social sciences: sociology, economics, 
political science, history, psychology, and _ religion; 
the humanities: Freshman English, English and 
American literature, humanities, French, Spanish, 
speech, and music and art appreciation courses; and 
the sciences: survey of the physical sciences, survey 
of the natural sciences, zoology, botany, chemistry, 
anatomy and physiology, algebra and trigonometry, 
and fundamental concepts of mathematics.
